resistance. It will not be long before 
we hear thet the Japanese have 
occupied Kaiyuan, Kuropatkio’s next 
stopping-place, . some thirty miles 
forther up the line. Oyama’s critics 
in the past have objected that he 
could not follow up his victories; he 
has now shown that he can, and that 
very effectually. 

‘Meanwhile, there has been very 
severe fighting, with steady progress, 
Guring the week on the Russian left, 
jw the Hsinking direction. Karopat- 
kin had given much attention to 
strengthening his left before the 
great ‘battle, and the Japanese could 
Bry get behind it, as they did with 
hie right. It, must be remembered 
that the fighting on the Russian 
right was in the plain country, and 
on the left in the ‘ills, Fashun was 
cocupied by the Japanese on the 9tb, 
the Russians retiring to the heights 
to the north, and cootinuing the 
defence. On the 10th the Japanese 
feached Huiyuanpao, fine miles north 
of Fushun, ‘The Russian losses were 
Gory heavy, their,71st Division being

THE BATTLE OF MUKDEN, 
Tokio, 10th March. 

It is officially announced that the 
Japanese occupied Tita, fifteen miles 
south-east of Fusbun, at 3 am. yes- 
terday, and are continuing a hot pur- 
suit with vigorous pressure from Ma- 
chuntun towards Fushun, 

South and east of Mukden, the 
Japanese are attacking the Russians, 
who are hulding strong positions. 

‘The most furious attack is being 
carried on north and west of Mukden, 
the Russians making a very stubbora 
defence.

Our detachment’ in the direction of 
Hsinking is now attacking the enemy's 
superior forces, resisting at the height 
north of Fushun. All of our forces in 
the districts of the Shaho have repulsed 
the enemy and pushed him back com- 
pletely to the right bank of the Hunho, 
and we arenow besieging and bombarding 
the enemy east and north of Mukden. 
According to the reports from various 
quarters, from noon on the 10th the 
enemy has been retreating northward, all 
pell-mell, through the districts between 
the railway and the Mukden road, all 
confused, worn out, and in pitiful oondi- 
tion. In the districts lying from about 
seven miles north of Mukden to Mukden 
the enemy is gathered in groat mass, and 
we ace unable at present to estimate his 
number. Our infantry and artillery in 
these districts have beon constantly 
baptising them in succession with fire 
from heavy guns, causing very great 
damage, until nightfall. Also one of our

‘Tux Hon. John Goodnow, retiring 
American Consul-General, arrived at 
Shanghai on Tuesday onthe P.M.S.Kores.

Mr. Goodnow brings the news of the 
death of Mr. Arthur H. White, late 
Deputy Consul-General and Deputy 
Postnl Agent for America, which occurred 
suddenly on the 2ist'ult. at San 
Francisco. Mr. Goodnow received = 
cablégram to this effect on his arrival at 
Yokohama. Mr. White retired last year 
from his post at the American Consulate, 
sotting np ia private legal practice in 
Nanking Road. He was born at Hudson, 
‘Now York in 1873 and came to Shanghai 
eight yoars ago. He had gone to Ameri- 
cato make arrangements in connection 
with a large trading concern to operate 
in China with headquarters in Shanghai, 
‘and had carried them through to a success- 
ful issue when death overtook him so 
suddenly. Mr. White will be much missed 
in American and Masonic circles here. 

‘We regret to record the death of M. 
Henri Vinay, which occurred shortly 
‘after noon eu Tuesday, the circumstances 
‘almost undoubtedly pointing to suicide. 
‘The deceased was found unconscious in 
his room at 43, Rue du Consulat, at 
qustter past twelve, with a bull 
wound in the head, and the position of 
the body and the revolver indicates that 
he took his own He died esrly 
in the afternoon, The deceased was 
not in any monetary difficulties, and no 
reason can be assigned for his taking his 
‘own life, so that he mast have committed 
the deed while in «state of temporary 
insanity, or for some private reason 
which will probably never be ascertained. 
Mr. Vinay came out some thirty years 

to the Comptoir d’Escompte, of 
which be was at one time acting manager 
here, and afterwards established himself 
as bill and bullion broker. He was a 
very energetic man, and most courteous, 
an accomplished pianist, always ready to 
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play ‘when asked privately or~publicly, 
and: his good-nature, and brightness of 
disposition made him popular among all 
classes of the commanity and all nation- 
alitios. His helth has been. very it 
different recently, and he had fits of des- 
pondeney sometimes, but he was always 
genial and gay among his companious. 
‘He will be mourned aud long remembered 
by a large circle of friends and sc- 
quaintances. He was unmarried. 

‘A vany large congregation of sympathis- 
ing friends attended the funeral service 
of the late M. Henri Vinay at St. Joseph's 
Cathedral on Wednesday afternoon. 
‘Tho service was fully choral and most 
impressive, the choir being composed of 
both foreigners and natives, the solos 
being takeu by two of the French fathers. 
After the coremony the coffin was conve; 
‘ed to the Cometery, whore the last sad 
rites were performed, the hearse being 
one mass of wreaths.

“THE 1E WATERWORKS: 
AGREEM ENT. 


18th March. 


ON the 7th instant we published 
the text, forwarded to us by the 
Municipal Council, of the proposed 

new agreement between the Munici- 
pality and the Waterworks Company. 
This dogument deserves the serious 
attention of the Ratepayers, inas- 
much as it comes up for discussion 
under a special resolution at the 
impending meeting, and because its 
conditions affect in no small degree 
the public and private interests 
of the community. ‘To understand

affairs and to appreciate the difficul- 
ties which have led to thé proposals, 
it is necessary to acquaint oneself 
with the correspondence and returns 
contained in the Council’s annual 
reports for the past three years, and 
we recommend our readers to study

Whe- 
ther such a condition was advisable 
in 1881 may be questioned ; certainly 
the precedent has not been followed 
by ubsequent Councils in reterence 
to the other local companies which 
use our streets for their business ; 
the Telephone, Gas, Electrio-light, 
and Tramways enterprises may be 
cited to show that a more liberal 
‘construction of traders’ rights has 
bey been adopted. Ib is interest- 
us: 2 turn back to the opinion 
xpressed by the late Mr. G. J. 
Morrison at the Ratepayers’ Meet. 
ing held in June, 1880, and to 
observe how accurately he fore- 
casted the result of such a limitation 
applied to the Waterworks Company. 
‘We cannot do better than to quote 
from his remarks on’ that occasion : 
—As regards the check of eight 
per cent on the earnings of this 
company,” he contended, “ that that 
was one of the worst arrangements 
that the Council had made with the 
company ; they had to look at the 
effect it would bave when it came 
into play. Gas Companies in Eng- 
land were formerly limited to-ten 
per cent, but it never happened that 
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they made more than ten per cent, 
and if they went on to the mi illennium 
they never would. This company, 
in the same way, would never make 
more than eight per cent, and it 
would never reduce its maximum 
rates... The company would not 
be such fools as to show more than’ 
eight per cent dividend.” ‘The trath 
of this Prophetic utterance cannot be 
contested; to-day, twenty-four years 
after the tanking of that agreement, 
the company which is now paying 
dividends considerably over eight 
per cent, maintains, and the state- 
ment has been borne out by audit, 
that for the purposes of the agree- 
ment as they construe it, the com- 
pey’s dividends from the outset 
we averaged between four and five 
percent. Under the agreement as it 
stands these dividends might in time 
be brought, by careful supervision of 
the working and accounts of the 
undertaking, to produce an average 
of eight per cent, whereafter the 
Ratepayers would be entitled to 
some reduction in water rates, but 
such a result would eertainly require 
many years and incessant watchful- 
ness on the part of successive Coun- 
cils, In the wneanwhile, the agree- 
ment of 1881 is admittedly defective 
in construction and it might pos- 
sibly be interpreted, on points sub- 
mitted to arbitration, against the 
interest of the Ratepayers. A recent 
decision, for instance, supported the 
Council’s view thnt the effect of the 
contract extends to the entire present 
area of the foreign Settlements, a 
decision which naturally affects a 
wider question arising from that

is by no means inconceivable that 
an arbitration to define this capital 
and its method of calculation would 
practically annul the anticipated 
benefits of Clause 7 for all time. 
There are other difficulties in work- 
ing which a close inspection of the 
contract and of recent correspondence | 
clearly reveal; and there is nothing 
hasty in the Council’s endeavouring, 
to come to an understanding with 
the company on a more business-like 
basis. The proposals contained in 
the new agreement may be summed 
up as follows :-— 

(1) No increase in the rates at}i 
present charged for water supply to 
any existing foreign house. luc- 
tion to 4 per cent on rentals wherever 
the present rate exceeds 4 per cent. 

(2) Limitation of the rate for new 
foreign houses to a maximum of 4 
per cent on actual or assessed rentals, 
but the rate to be generally hased | fo 
upon the scale at present charged to 
consumers, details of which are given 
in the published schedule. 

(3) Limitation of water rate for 
Chinese houses to 5 per cent. 

(4)- Provision -of free water supply 
for public purposes sufficient for

5) An arrangement that'water will 
necopplied to premises outaide Setie- 
ment limits only when the occupants 
of such premises contribute their 
proper share of taxation by paying 
‘some Manicpel fexaticn thereon.

The repurchase clause, and that 
which provides for settlement of dif- 
ferences by arbitration are retained, 
and the agreement as now proposed 
appears to be a business-like and 
practical arrangement which offers’ 
both to the company and to the com- 
munity advantages and reciprocal 
benefits. We are not unmindful of 
the fact that when the firs agree- 
ment was made, the intentions of the 
community were recorded and ex- 

that the ratepayers should 

‘made to share in the fature pros- 
perity of the company, and we con- 
sider that the present proposals are 
calculated to give real effect to 
this inteution, while at the same 
time permitting he, company to 
carry on its ess under 
equitable ,altions ‘simile to those 
enjoyed by other companies making 
use of the streets of the Settlement, 

Mr. Marshall, one of the members 
of the Council, dissents from the ac- 
tion of his colleagues in regard to this 
agreeinentand has published his views 
for the information of the Ratepayers. 
While fully appreciating the value of 
disinterested and independent opin- 
ion, we consider that Mr. Marshall 

sine enough weight to the 
practical difficulties with which the 
‘enforcement of a limitation of divi- 
dends is surrounded. If Mr. Mar- 
shall could show to his colleagues 
and to the public any practical solu- 
tion of the difficulties which past 
Councils have met with in dealin; 
with the old agreement, ifhe could 
place before his colleagues a clear 
statement of the amount of water sup- 
plied to the“ Northern Settlements” 
daring the many years when the 
accounts were not audited, oat when 
the supply was complicated by water 
provided to the French Settlemenn 
to outside districts, and to the ship- 
ping under conditions which it is 
ible to define accurately today; 
ficslly, if he could show in’ what 
manner the company’s business may 
be so controlled as to guaranteo the 
Ratepayers benefiting thereunder 
within a reasonable period and bene- 
fiting “more widely than they do 
under the proposals now brought 
forward, we should regard his 
dissent ‘as reasonable, aud would 
commend his views to the Rate- 
payers, This, however, we cannot 
do without arguments much 
stronger than anything hin publish 
ed letter contains. It is to 
all|hoped that if any organised 
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definite opposition is brought forward 
at the Ratepayers’ meeting, it will 
be based upon something more defi- 
nite and satisfactory than the, gene- 
ral sta'emeut to which Mr. Marshal 
has’ put his signature, Destructive 
criticism is u-eful but it is infinively 
easier to criticise than to construct, 
and we very much doubt wh-ther his 
proposal to appoint. an independen, 
committee to revise the agreemenr 
result in anything more than furthe 
delay in coming to terms.

THE BATTLE OF 
MUKDEN. 


1th March. 
“Prince, on the day when, by and 


by, 
Your draggled war hounds 
homeward slink, 
If you should ask and they reply—

. Nearly thirty-five years ago occur- 
ed the great disaster of Sedan 
wherein a great part of the French 
armies was virtually annihilated, 
Japan was then just beginning to 
adopt the civilisation of the West, 
the Restoration having taken plac: 
three years before. She was begin- 
ning to organise her army and her 
navy on Western lines, and it was 
the general belief of foreigners in the 
East that her zeal for reform was 
only a flash in the pan, and that 
there would svon “be a reaction. 
Thirty-four years afterwards she 
aballenged the greatest mvlitary 
Power in Europe to single combat, 
and’ within, eleven months she re= 
peated at Port Arthur the capitula- 
tion of Metz, and at, Mukden the 
collapse of Sedan. It was the Empire 
of Nepoteon If, which was rotten 
at the core, not the French people, 
which was defeated by the Germans 
in 1870; it is the bureaucracy of 
Nicholas I, also rotten at the core, 
not the Eussian peop! » Which his 
been defeated by the Japanese. But 
the battle of Mukden far outranks 
the capitulation of Sedan. The 

ison that surrendered to the 

mans numbered 4,000 offic: rs, 
14,000 wounded, and 83,000 fighting 
men. On the Russian mght and 
centre, no details having been yet 
received from the Russian left, the 
Japanese report finding 26,500 Rns- 
sinn dead, over 40,000 prisoners, and 
90,000 other Russian casualties 
more than half Kuropatkin’s force at 
the beginning of the battle. 

This terrible blow, the practic:l 
annihilation of Russia's. great 
Manchurian army, has been pre- 

ring for months by Mars 
Byam, while his troops were lyi 
josotive in winter quarters ebind| 
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their entrenchments onthe Sp 10. 
The combination was an elaborate 
one. Port Arthur had to fall, and 
General Nogi and his army to be 


brought up unseen and uvhea:d-of 
to the west of Mukden, thus lengthen- 
ing and strengthening the Japanese 
lef. Some day, no doubt, we shall 
know how this waa don; bow: 
whole army corps, with its guns 

all its impediments, was taken in the 
depth of winter from Port Arthur to 
Hsinmiotuo, a distance of nearly 
three hundred miles, without any 
word of its progress reaching the out- 
side world, There are rumours that 
another Japanese force was brought 
up to lengthen and strengthen the 
Japanese right, and indeed it seems 
difficult to believe that Kurok: could 
have bad men enough ta reach out 
to Hsinking on the east, and yet 





keep touch with Nozu in the centre; 
for it must be remembered that 
Kuropatkin, the’ most able Russian 
General of the day, had the advan- 
tage of being in the centre of the 
Japanese semi-circular position ; and 
Oyama had to keep his whole line of 
over a hundred miles strong enough 
to prevent either his right or left 
flank being turned, or his centre 
broken through, But. what these 
Japanese reinforcements oi’ their 
extreme right were, or whence and 
how they appeared at the right mo- 
ment opposite Hsinking in time to 
co-operate in the general advance, is 
not yet known. The stral of 
Oyama at the battle of Mukden will 
be for years a subject of study at the 
military schools of the world, But 
what will General Stéssel think? If} 
he had held out another month or so, 
‘Oyama’s great plan would have been 
delayed until the thaw broke up the 
Manchurian roads and made them 
im ble. 

hat will Russia do now? With 
her Manchurian army annihilated, 
her fleet unwilling to cro:s the Indian 
ocean, and her officers, naval and 
military, if there is truth in the 
tales we read, utterly indifferent in 
the matter, Russia, torn at the same 
time by internal troubles, would 
seem to have no alter: ative but to 
make peace, and yet it is not sur- 
prising that a great Power with 
the enormous resourers that Russia 
claims to possess, snd with only 
her ouiskirts so far touched by. war, 
and with a nominal war strength 
of 4,600,000 men, should refuse to 
accept the issue of one campaign, 
In official circles at St. Petersburg, 
we ure told, peace is now regarded as 
impossible. ‘The war will be con- 
tinued. A new army will be sent 
to Manchuria, But to organise 
a new army with its staf and 
all that aa army requires is not a 
matter of two or three months, and 
the demand for peace throughout 
Russia among the people from whom 





that army has to be drawn makes the 
task of the Russian War Office doubly 












vt séia’s ces. 
The blow that Japan has dealt her, 
with the evident incompetence of her 
administration and the discontent of 
her people, lias rhO&t Seriously injured 
her credit in Europe. France; hither- 
to her. unfailing resource, refuses, we 
are told, to unloose her purse-strings 
again until.the war is over; she can 
get. no help in London or Vienna, 
and there is a limit to the assistance 
Berlin can give her. Sho will, of 
course, repudiate any idea of making 
peace until it is on the point of being 
made. But one thing that is cortaie 
is that Japan will insist on Russia 
treating with her direct, not through 
any intermediaries, and Japan will 
careful that the terms she makes are 
such that it will be a peace and not 
a truce. It will be natural for Russia 
tolay the flattering unction to her 
soul that she is only making a truce, 
an that she will reopen hostilities 
and crush her enemy as soon as she 
has had time to reorganise her army 
and navy; but, the sacrifices that 
Japan has made are too great to 
allow her to consent. for a moment to 
any terms thit will not make it 
humanly impossible to Russia to 
begin fighting her aga'n for at least 
twenty years; and well within that 
period we may hope to sco a govern- 
ment in Russia that will realise that 
her true prosperity lie in developing 
her internal resourcvs and raising the 
lot, of her peasants and workmen, 
instead of wasting contributions 
wrung from her people ‘in distant 
adventures for the benefit of a 
corrupt oligarchy.

HONGKEW SPIRIT.

Durie the past fortnight there 
have come before the American Court 
two criminal cases in which seamen, 
both reputed quiet and well-behaved 
when sober, have, while in a drunken 
fury, stabbed officers of their ship.. In 
pronouncing sentence yesterday of 
j@ year’s imprisonment on the man 
Serrano, who, but for a fortunate 
circumstance, might easily have found 
himself arraigned on the capital 
charge, the Court again directed 
jattention to the unchecked facility 
with which the so-called Hongkew 
spirit is smuggled on board the 
| vessels lying in port. The trouble 
is an old one, and has been quite 
recently discussed by the Municipal 
Council, who have, howeyer, been 
brought up against the well-establish- 
ed fact that the liquor in itself is not 
more poisonous than that which can 
be obtained across the bar of the 
Shanghai Club. The real. danger 
lies in its extreme cheapness, which 
enables the unbappy victims to in- 
dulge themselves without restraint. 
‘The American Court has undoubtedly 
hit upon the only effectual remedy 
in expressing the opinion that the 
sale of spirits on the river should be 
forbidden and that the harbour police 
should be empowered to enforce such 
prohibition. It should not be beyond 
the ability of the harbour authorities 
to make and enforce such a regula- 
tion, and every shipmaster who comes 
into port would be grateful, to say

‘That France is uneasy there is no 
doubt. Is there any sufficient 
reason? Is there that, ip the present 
position of the political world, which 
affects her so closely as to warrant 
anxiety? It can hardly be denied 
that there is. Noone, even now, can 
be certain that the Far Eastern 
struggle is to end. without bringing 
other powers into its sanguinary em- 
brace, and France does not want 
war, 

But this_is not all. For more 
than a decade Frenchmen have been 
proud of their alliance with the 
Colossus of the North. Now they 
have learnt the bitter lesson that 
they have trusted to a reed, a brais- 
ed reed, which needed but the breath 
of an Eastern gale to bend and break. 
This is bad enough to those of the 
upper and middle classes who had 
looked with the greatest pride on 
the alliance, But to the purely de- 
mocratic section, a large one in 
France, to those whose Republic- 
anism bas taken on a tinge of Soci- 
alism, the events of Red Sunday in 
St. Petersburg were even worse, 
How can France, they ask, continue 
yoked with a tyranny which tramples 
the rights of man into the dust, and 
reddens with native blood the streets 
of the capital for no greater reason 
than that the le wished to ap- 
peal to theif Tie le Father in whom 
they had been taught to trust? 
Morally, therefore, as well as_politi- 
cally, the Dual Alliance has been 
shaken, How much, may be gauged 
by the fact that the spokesmen of 
the Government have thought it 
necessary to assert its continuance, 

Even this is not the only reason, 
nor even the chief, why France can- 
not help feeling uneasy at the present 
juncture. She has lent to Russia at 
least four hundred millions of hard 
sterling gold. And the finances of 
Russia may come with a crash to 
grief on any day. I: is only due to 
the good common-sense with which 
the French investor is blessed that be 
has not given himself up to panic ere 
this, What may happen after the 
fresh . disaster to K tkin has 
sunk deep down into the French 
mind, it is difficult to say. 

Yet another reason growing out of 
the war is giving the French ground 
for thought—the rise of Japanese 
power. Neither they nor the Rus- 
sians would believe that English 
journalists were right when they 

ised the power of the Mikado's 
forces, whether of seaor land. There 
was @ sort of conspiracy to refuse 
even to think of Japan as a serious 
rival to any first-class European 
state, and the result of the awakening 
is that France and Germany are both 
in considerable ferment over the new 
threat to their Far Eastern 


sions, A clever French officer who j 







































@ pamphlet and gets it published 
as the report of a Japanese 
officer of high rank to his home 
government. The ruse works, as it 
was intended it should, and’ forty 
millions of francs are asked for in 
order to strengthen the Far Eastern 
French position generally. Quite 
unnecessarily, as we believe, so far as 
Japan is concerned, for there is, in 
our opinion, no thonght on the part 
of Japan of attacking France in 
Cochin-China. It might be different 
were France to attempt to enlarge 
her boundaries at the expense of| 
southern China, but then we trust 
that the days of the hoped-for dis- 
solution of China are over and done 
with. France is not likely w iuter- 
fere again in order to pull chestnuts 
out of the fire for Russia, and still 
less for Germany, and hence we 
believe that, though the Japanese do 
not understand what the French 
understand by neutrality, they have 
no desire to pick a quarrel with 
them. 

There is a threat to France closer 
home, and to this we learn atiention 
is now being drawn. For some time 
France has cexsed trying to build 
against Great Britain in the matter 
of warships. But it is evident that 
she cannot remain an uninterested 
observer of the growth of the naval 
power of her Eastern neighbour, and 
hence it was with no surprise that 
we heard of the determination on the 
part of the French Government to 
enter upon a course of naval construc- 
tion which is intended to place 
France once more in her right 

ition regarding sea power, France 
is the possessor of colonies second 
only in extent to those of Great 
Britaiv. It is evident that German 
expansion might at any moment 
bring ber and the owner of colonies, 
whether Great Britain or France, 
into violent conflict. Here we think 
the French Government has shown 
more perspicacity than in its suspic- 
ions of Japan. For twenty years to 
come Russia may be looked upon as 
a negligible quantity, and hence 
the restraint which her supposed 
power had upon the wilder spirits 
in the Kaiser's realms will no longer 
remain as a political restraint upon 
which France can with safety trust. 
It is fortunate for her that she has 
already the warmest good wishes of 
Great Britain and Italy, for we may 
look forward with certainty toa re- 
shuffling of the European pack before 
long

FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.

Insufficient Revenue in Kuangsi. 
It is reported, here, as is not unnatural, 
that owing to the extensive military 











revenue of Kuangsi is quite inadequate 
to meet the expenditure. ‘The Viceroy 
therefore has been looking about for 


some means of increasing it, with- 
out placing additional burdens on the 
shoulders of the people. He has there- 
fore decided to offer honorary degroes 
to whose who value them highly enough 
to pay for'them. Also he offers future 
official positions to those who think 
that they will make good _mandarins, 
but who, up to date, have been 
lacking either in money, influence, or 
brains. His offers have not been confined 
to the inhabitants of the said province 
but he has sont weiyaans, or spocial 
officials, through the Fukion and tho 
Shansi ‘provinces with these tempting 
offers. It is reported, further, that he 
has approached the Viceroys and Govern- 
ors of these respective provinces to 
advance the money needed, and has 
offered them, as a security, the funds 
which he hopes will come in from the 
sale of these “indulgences.” How ‘far 
he will succeed in each of these quests 
remains to be seen. That there will be 
those who are eager enough for the 
button to pay for it, is certain; that the 
high officials of these provinces will be 
ready to advance money on such flimsy 
guarantees seems doubtful. 


A Financial Squabble in the Shun- 
tak district. 

As everybody knows these are days 
of heavy taxation for China, and at 
from a toothpick to 
eavily taxed, In the 
Shuntak district are made most of the 
large boilers in which samshu is distilled 
from rice. It appears that the gathering 
of the taxes from this important 
guild is farmed out to a firm 
named Un Wo-tang. This farmer recently 
attacked a shop, with a posse of soldiers, 
presumably because its proprietor was 
behind with the taxes, and, in a traly 
Chinese fashion, closed the shop and 
carried off the boilers. This act has 
angered all the members of the guild, 
who, as in Canton about two months 
since, closed up their shops and refused 
to attend to business. The Viceroy, 
however, not in this case having to do 
with the powerful guilds of Canton, but 
with s small market town, has given orders 
to the farmer that he is to see the thing 
through at once. The Viceroy cannot 
brook the interruption to trade nor the 
prospective decline of the revenue. There- 
fore the unfortunate farmer has had a 
number of days given him, and if at the 
expiration of these days the matter re- 
mains unsettled, the rigours of Chinese 
law will be applied to assist him in his 
daty. 


Likin Rumours. 
It is reported here, in the native Press, 















| that the much-vexod likin question is to 


be settled in the Spring. Theso vexa- 
tious} restrictions to internal trade can 
only be appreciated by those who 
understand} .thom, can only be 
understood by those who. have ex- 
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perienced them. After prolonged and 
intelonte: discussions, it is reported that 
the agreement is ready for signature. 
The Keed-offico here in’ Canton has re- 
ceived a notification from the Board of 
Revenue at Poking, that things are 
most ready for settlement. This gigantic 
evil is to be removed, and one payment 
at the treaty ports is to cover all the 
fiscal charges on foreign merchandise. 
It is certain, however, that many business 
people have so long cherished the hope 
that this barrier will be removed, and 
have so frequently imagined that their 
hopes were about to be realised, that they 
will remain unconvinced till they see the 
last sticks removed and the last of the 
likin officials dead. 

Military Officials Scheming for 

Promotion. 

It sooms that, however clever and 
however high the rank a military ofiicial 
may bold, there is an intention to 
promote him, in the future, by virtuo of 
his merit only. ~ This is not quite satis- 
factory to tho inhabitants of Chinese 
officialdom. It is reported, therefore, 
that recently, some clever, but un- 
scrupulous, mandarins have managed to 
‘tcurvent this new rule, whilst sppear- 
ing to conform thereto. In this way the 
much-desired promotion is secured. It 
is well-known that, in China, not 
infrequently, © man will offer himself for 
punishment, a vn for capital punish- 
ment, for » consideration, in order to se- 
‘cure the money for bis family, or the re- 
lease of a friend. Some ambitious, but 
unscruplulous, officials lately have boen 
known to purchase the persons of their 
fellow-countrymen, who have then come 
forward and confessed themselves tho 
Teadors of somo secret society, or the 
leader of some intrigue against the Govern- 
mont. An official, who is impationt at 
his slow promotion, will give a hundred 
dollars toa man from an unknown and 
sparsely-populated district, who will then 
confess, under torture, not severely ap- 
plied, the treason of which he is charged, 
‘after which he is beheaded. Thus a 
military mandarin, who is venturesome 
enough to pay away ® few hundred 
dollars, will make a name for himsolf, 
‘and command the attention and the res- 
pect of his superiors. His pro- 
motion to a higher and more lucrative 

ition will speedily follow. It would 
em to us incredible, wore we not deal- 
ing with Chinese, that such an’ outrage 
should occur to any mau’s mind, and that 
anyone should be daring and foolhardy 
enough to attempt to carry it into 
practice, But: the fact is recorded, aud 
the names are mentioned, and there 
seems to be no valid reason, for declin- 
ing to accept the recorded data.

Viceroy Tsen to be transferred 
to Peki 
At is reported here that his Excellency 
is to be transferred. For somo time 
vague rimours have been in the air that 
he is to be transferred to the viceroyalty 
of the Two Kiang. But recently a tele- 
gram has been received! which has com- 
Mianded him to close up his arrears in 
Knangei with all possible dispatch, and 
then hold himself in readiness to pro- 
ceed to the capital. It appoxrs that ho 
to assist the Metropolitan Viceroy 
Yuan Sbih-k‘ai, and that their assistanceis 
needed, hecause of certain infringements, 
by the Russians, of Chius’s neutrality. 
Some immeiliate attention is to be given 
‘the strengthening of the border gar- 
ws. What the exact nature of these 








































































ri 
aggressive acts is, doos not appear to 


have been divulged. Moreover, as with 
the Ministers of Groat Britain, there ap- 
pears to beadesire to cut down expenses, 
and this has been discussed for some 
time. It is now stated that the offices of 
Viceroy and Governor will be united in 
‘one person, and that the present Gover- 
nor Cheung will assume the control of 
the departments, which have hitherto 
been distinct. ‘How far the corres- 
pondent of the “Chinese Times” is 
correctly informed, remains to be seen. 
Dut these persistent rumours are not 
likely to be altogether without founds. 
tion. “Viceroy Tsén a} to have done 
very well down here and, as far as the 
general public can discover, things have 
worked amicably between the Chinese 
‘and foreigners. With his own sub- 
ordinates he has beon at times severe, 
and some will not forget his rale. 
1 Opening of a New Native Church. 
Tt has been my privilege to refer more 
than once to the excellent work which is 
being done in connection with the Canton 
Hospital under the direction of Dr. J. 
Swan. The last evidence is the opening 
of a large Ohinese Church. The original 
building was built under the direction of 
De. J. Kerr, and had s seating capacity 
of six hundred. It hasbeen felt for some 
time that the building was too strait for 
the congregation of the Chinese wor- 
shippers, for, in addition to the outside 
o ion’ some two hundred girls 
from the boarding school attended, and a 
considerable number from the hospital. 
Some three or four mouths the 
elders, led by Dr. Swan, decided to 
enlarge the building, and this has been 
accomplished. It will now seat fourteen 
hundred, and, though there is not 
any probability that the building will 
be crammed on ordinary occasions, 
sooing that the old Church had become 
too small, during fifteen years, tho 
present building cannot be regarded 
‘a8 too large for the future. At the 
opening function it was estimated 
that not fewer than two thousand Chi- 
nese worshippers were present, and, 
though they. were not all baptised 
Christians, they were all in sympathy 
with the new religion, and, in most cases, 
Aooply interested in all that it offers to 
Chink. Some short addresses were de- 
livered and some capital singing render- 
‘ed. But the main address was given by 
the Rev. T. W. Pearce, of the London 
Mission, Hongkong, who for many years 
was a resident missionary of|Canton, and 
whose work there is always regarded 
with great respect. At the close of the 
service there was collection taken up 
forthe purpose of introducing electric 
lighting into the building. One hundred 
dollars were given by the congregation. 



































Tt should be said that all the money 
for this. jive renovation has 
been subscribed by Chivese Christians. 
‘The Bait Not Taken. 


It is well known that, in a time of 
financial depression, the Chinese Gov 
ment do not hesitate to offer officis 
positions for sale, and do not hesitate 
also to accept purchasers, whetlier they be 
fit or not, provided their purse be deep 
‘and wll filled. The presout time pears 
tobe a period of very serious financial 
depression, consequently «the usual 
means ate being tried, but with little 
success. The Canton officials need at 
Teast a million dollars, and the Viceroy 
was hoping to secure this sum in this 
way. It has been found, however, that 
those who, it was thonght, would snap 
up these plums, hve changed their taste. 
‘The Viceroy has been informed by the 
local office of the condition of affairs, and 




















has been requested to lower the prices 
demanded. Ho has, therefore, consented 
that there shall be a general reduction 
all round. Those who fill the lowest 
positions may get a higher billet for s 
comparatively small sum, though the 
exsct price is not announced to the 
public. These vacated posts may be 
secured by new hands for a small sum. 
Bat the people, as the Chinese say, “aro 
not dancing about with delight.” In fact 
few applicants have come forward. 
‘Those who have charge of this business 
are exerting themselves to the utmost, 
but with disappointing results. It 
appears to be considered by those who 
have the money, that a bird in the hand 
is worth two or even three in the bush. 
The wealthy appear to be doubtful as to 
what the futuro will develop. Thoy 
appear to prefer to keep the money they 
have, rather than risk it for what will 
after all be .9 doubtful speculation.

Intense Cold. 

During the last week of January s cold 
wave passed over Upper India cnusing 
Frost suffering to mau and beast; many 
Bises are recorded of deaths occurring to 
Gnfortunate natives who were exposed 
to the unusual severity of the weather. 
Since the 16th of January a succession of 
wot days caused the mercury to fall 
Tapidly, and on the 22ad instant it re. 
gistored 24 degrees under » shed, and 
gen this was not the lowest point reach- 
ed at Jacobabad Observatory. Water in 
tabs and in earthen vessels solidified into 
masses of ice, the whest crops in many 
Gases withered black, even wild plants 
‘suffered, and the smaller and more delicate 
birds were often found frozen to death. 
‘This is indeed a land of strange contrasts, 
‘and over such an immense area as that 
Comprised in the Indian Empire extremes 
‘Of heat and cold, rains and drought, 
‘succeed each other with bewildering sud- 
in fact, even in the most 
some place is always 
Pifering from something; a cold wave 
‘of. such intensity is, however, most 
Qnusal and results in much suffering 
and discomfort to the enervated inhabit 
‘nts of Hindustan, whether black or 
white. 
| Total failure of the N. E. Monsoon.

The New Method of Purifying 

Water. 

‘The reservoirs and tanks of India, 
on which the supply of drinking water, 
for the population so largely . de- 
pends, offer a fair field’ for tho 
new method of purifying weter with 
cupper sulphate, We are glad to seo 
that many of the Municipalities are 
taking the matter up, with entire suocess 
so far. A large quantity, say 50-Ibs., of 
copper sulphate is tied in a sack and 
towed about in green, slimy, stagnant, 
I-amolling water, with the result that 
three days or 0 the water becomes 
sweet and clear and St for human'use. 
‘Phere still exists, however, in many 
quarters a great prejudice against copper 
jn any shape or form, and many persons 
could n st be induced to touch water that 
has been treated in this way, in-spite of 
the fact that it is proved to be harmless 
if not beneficial. Scientists point to the 
days of our grandmothers when kitchen 
‘atensils, preserving pans, ote., were usual- 
ly made of copper, and so many of the 
modern intestinal complaints wore wn- 
known. In the East they are still largely 
‘used. Copper must, of course, be 
kept scrupulously clean.

The Coming Session. 

Yesterday the draft of the King’s 
speech was finally settled at a Cabinet 
meoting, and to-day it has been approved 
by the King at a Privy Council. As to its 
contents, however, nothing has been 
allowed to leak out. We know from 
the oft-repeated promises of the Prime 
Minister that an Alion Immigration Bill 
is to be one of the first measures intro- 
duced by the Government in the Session 
which opens on Tuesday, and we may 
assume that the speech from the Throne 
will contain some reference to this; but 
that is the only item in the legislative 
Programme about which there is any 
certainty. A large section of the Union- 
ist Party have strongly urged upon the 
Government the need of a redistribution 
of soats, principally with the view of 
reducing the over-representation of 
Ireland ; but the only reply that has 
been given is a promise to consider the 
matter, and we do not know whether Mr. 
Balfour intends, in the present disor- 
ganised condition of his party, to attempt 
this formidable task, As for the expected 
dissolution, of late 01 Cabinet Minister 
after another has been solemnly assur- 
ing us thnt they have no intention of 
resigning or dissolving unless they suffer 
a defoxt in-the Commons. But of course 
if Mr. Balfour prefers that method of 
‘ending his administration it will be a 
very easy matter for him to court defeat.

Health Officer's Report for 
February. 


During February the Public Ho Ith 
of the Settlomen bas been very satis- 
factory. Except for a fow cases of Small- 
pox, the incidence of which disease has 
now reached normal dimensions, there 
has been an almost complete absence of 
infectious disease among. the resident 
population. Several cases of infectious 
disease have, however, beon contributed 
by the refugeos from Port Arthur, most 
of which have been effectually isulnted at 
the Municipal Hospital and their places 
of residence and belongings disinfected. 

‘Phere were but five cases of Small-pox 
notified among the resident population, 
oue of which was fatal. Among the 
Chinese population there were 35 «leaths 
from Small-pox as against 189 and 3: 
January and December respectively. 

Application for admission to the 
Mauicipal Hospital of cases of Measles 
and Chicken-pox have beon received and, 
as far as possible, met. These diseases, 
not being classed as dangerous infectious 
diseases, are not usually isolated in 
Municipal Hospitals. If the desire for 
such isvlation is to be met incre sed 
accommodation at the Hospital must be 
provided by building the proposed West 
wing.

adopted by the coasting steamers. That 
there has been only one sccident—tl 
of the C. N. ©’s8.s. Kashing which had 
bow blown off by a contact mine and was 
inking by her watertight 
is miraculous, 
and probably duo to the ‘necessary pre- 
caution now taken to travel to and from 
the 8. E. Promontory (northward of that 
point) in daylight only, but even this 
precaution is noglected by some mastors 
who are guilty of more than indiscretion 
in not taking it. 

‘The question arises, is there any blame 
to be attached to the nationalities that 
allow their mercantile shipping 
traverse this dangerous zone 
taking steps to ensure thoir safety?

JUDGMENT. 

His Lordship delivered Judgmont as

This caso comes on appeal from His 
Majesty's Court at Amoy, 

‘The plaintiff and respondent, is » 
Chinese subject, and the defendant and 
pellant, is a British subject of Chinose 
origin, the son of parents who wore 
resident in the Straits Settlements but 
belonged to'a family whose home was at 
Amoy. 

‘The plaintiff claims from the defendant 
the sum of 4,000 dollars, received by the 
defendant as part purchase money of 
house and grounds at Amoy belonging to 
laintiff and sold through the intor- 
ention of the defendant. The defendant 
admits that he received the money, but 
he says that he received it from’ the 
tiff in repayment of a like sum ad- 
vanced by him to the plaintiff. The 
plaintiff says that the advance never was

incumbent on her to explain satisfactorily 
how such s document came to be signed 
if, as sho alleges, the money never was 
advanced. 


There is a difficulty to both sides 
arising from the lapse of time. 

The transactions between the plaintiff 
and the defendant took place in the 
year 1896, the delay in instituting pro- 
ceedings having according to the plaintiff| 
been caused by the absence of the de- 
fendant from Amoy, in which she is con- 
firmed to this extent that his absence is 
admitted. According to his own evidence 
he left Amoy for Singapore in November, 
1896, and returned to Amoy 
November, 1903. 

The plaintiff's own evidence is in ac- 
cordance with her petition. ‘The necessi- 
ty for putting the property undi 
protection of a foreigner’s name arose, she 
‘says, from aclaim made by one Go (or 
Wu) Tok-kun, whose father had sold the 
property to the plaintiff's husband. 

Tt would appear from the documents 
put in that the property was originally 
‘conveyed to the plaintiff's husband by 
Go Tok-kun’s father by way of mortgage, 
and Go Tek-kan’s claim would seom to 
have been based on this circumstance. 
However this may be, Go Tek-kun, ao- 
cording to the plaintiff, applied to St. 
Julien Edwards to assist him, and St. 
Tulion Edwards sont for the plaintiff and 
told her that Go Tek-kun laid claim to 
the property, and it was on account of 
this that she had recourse to tho defend- 
ant. Her husband was dead, and her 
opponents were very pressing. Go 
Tok-kun, she said, was a Saigon 
man and claimed ' the protection of 
the French Consular Agent. The land 
was within the limits of foroign residence, 
and thore was a foreign-built honse on it, 
which she says was on it when the land 
was taken over by her husband.

‘The corresponding rule at home 
contained in Order 53, Bule 4: ‘The 
Court of Appeal shall have all the, 
powers and duties as to amendments and | 
otherwise of the High Conrt, together | 
with fall discretionary power to receive | 
further evidence upon questions of fact, 
such evidence to be either by oral e: 
amination in Court, by affidavit, or by 
deposition taken before an examiner 
‘or commissioner. Such further evidence 
may be given without special leave upon 
interlocutory application, or in any case 
as to matters which have occurred after 
the date of the decision from which the 
appeal is brought. Upon appeals from 
a judgment after trial or hearing of any 
cause or matter upon the merits, such 
further evidence (save as to matters 
subsequent as aforesaid) shall be ad- 
mitted on special grounds only, and not. 
without jial leave of the Court.” 

‘The difference then is, that the home | 
rule requires that new evidence such as 
is now sought tobe adduced is to be 
‘admitted on special grounds only. But 
subject to that the Court of Appoal has 
full discretionary power to receive 
further evidence upon questions of fact, 
and it is clear that che cases decided at 
home where the Conrts were called 
upon to exercise such discretion, and 
where of courso they had the 
same object to attain as is set out 
in the rnle applicable to this Court, 
ro of the very greatest assistance in 
jotermining what ought to be done in 
case like the present, aud ought to be 
[followed unless, and except so far as, any 
decision may have boon hampered by the 
words “on special grounds only,” and 
then it is » matter for consideration 
whether those words do not themselves 
in x principle which ought to be 
borne in mind in acriving at a conclusion.

Courts do not exit 
for the sake of discipline but for the sake 
of deciding matters in coutroveray, and 
1 do not regard such amendment 'as # 
matter of favour or of grace.” 

In reading these words, however, the 
subject matter before the learned judge 
has to be taken into consideration. It

George Gorodko, » Russian subject 
formerly employed in the Russian 
government workshops at Port Arthur, 
but now rosiding in Shanghai, sued 
Marco Goldstein, proprietor of the Hotel 
Shanghai, for $2,754, $235, and $130, 
damages for loss by fire of two trunks 
and the articles they contained, and also 
a leather handbag which, it was alleged, 
was stolen. 

Mr. W.A.C. Platt (of Mussts. Stokes, 
Platt, aud Teesdale) appuxred for plaintiff,” 
Mr, Morgan Phillips (of Messrs. Drum- 
mond, White-Cooper, and Phillips), with 
whom was Mr. F. M. Brooks, reprosent- 
ing the defendant. 

‘Mr. Platt said thero were ral 
actions brought by Russian subjects 
against the defendant, but three of theso 
would be discontinued, the plaintiffs 
having left Shanghai on Saturday last by 
the Princess Alice, aud therefore being 
unable to go on with their actions, 
‘Mr. Platt added that be was ouly inform. 
ed on Saturday that these three men 
hud left, and he at once gave notice to 
‘Mr. Phillips that these actions would be 
discontinued. 

‘Mr. Platt read the ploadings in the 
case of Gorodko v. Goldstein. ‘The plain 
on the Sist of January went to live at 
the Shanghai Hotel, occupying room No. 
31. While he was staying at the hotel a 
trunk belonging to him, and its contents, 
were destroyed by fire. This was not 
caused by the negligence of the plaintiff, 
and for his loss he claimed $2,754.- A , 
wooden trank and its contents wero also 
destroyed, for which he claimed $235, and 
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aloather handbag which be valued with 
its contents at $130, was missiug after 
the fire, ‘The defendant in his statement 
said that the outbreak of fire occurred in 
the plsintiff’s room and the loss of the 
articles was caused by the plaintiffs own 
negligence, The defendant did uot 
admit the destruction of the trunks aud 
their contents, or the value of the articles 
as set out in the schedule, The defend- 
ant denied that the trunks were dostro} 
edand stated that after the fire tl 
plaintiff and his wife took away their 
effocts from the hotel. 

Mc, Platt quoted Morgan v, Ravey 
(30 Law Journal Exchequer, page 131). 
Ho submitted that the fire at the Shang- 
hai Hotel was not an act of God. 

Counsel then quoted the caso of Robins 
& Co. v. Gray (1895 2 Queen's Bench 
Division, page 501). 

Referritig again to the caso of Morgan 
and Ravey Mr. Platt said this case cited 
the law shortly as to what an inkoeper’s 
liabilities wore. ‘Tho point to be con- 
sidered was whether thore was negligence. 

‘His Lordship—More than that. We 
want to know if the fice is not an act of 
God. 

Mr. Platt cited Common Pleas 
(page 444, Nugent and Smith,) which he 
said showed what an nct of God was. 

Mr. Platt cited Clark and Liudsell on 
Torts, (page 427,) which he said referred 
to several oases, including Forward and 
Pittard, and Nugent and Smith. Coun- 
1 then asked if his Lordship would 
hear the evidence now as he was anxious 
to got the evidence of these Russians 
taken 80 that they may leave the place. 

George Gorodko, the plaintiff, stated 
that he was a Russian subject and was 
employed in the Russian Govornment 
workshops at Port Arthur. On the Sist 
of January he came to Shanghai and 
wont to the Shanghai Hotel. Ou the 
4th of February he was in his room (No. 
$1) in the afternoon, but loft about four 
delock, His wife occupied th 
room, and they left together. 
loft in the room two tranks, one big and 
one small; there was also a quantity of 
clothes about. Ono trank was by the 
fire-place and the other by the door. The 
trunk near the fire-placo was 3} feot from 
the fire-place on the side. of it. Beside 
those two tranks and the clothes hanging 
in the wardrobe witness had a leather 
handbag in the room. Tho remainder of 
his baggage, two boxes, and a large trunk, 
wore downstairs in a lobby. ‘The porter 
told witness he could leave his teunks in 
the lobby downstairs. Before he left the 
room at four o'clock on the afternoon of 
the fire witness saw that the fire in 
the grate had gone out altogether. 
‘There was nothing in front of the fire. 
During that day he had noticed a strong 
smell in the room but he could not ex- 
actly define what it was like, When he 
loft to go out he left a female servant in 
the room. On returning to the hotel 
witness found his room and his property 
in the custody of the. Sremen. He 
wanted to run upstairs for his baggage 
but was prevented. Someone that he 
had met in the had told him 
that all his baggage had been burnt. He 
loft tho hotel and when he returned the 
following day for his property he was 
told that he cou’d not have it antil thein- 
surance people had inspected it. Ho then 
asked for the things that had been left 
downstairs, and these wore also refused 
him, Witness did not get his goods 
until five or six days after the fire. 
‘When he asked for his on the 
sixth day he found the mistress of the 
hotel standing near one of his traoks 
which was opened as if she had ascertain- 

























































ed what wasinside. Shesaid. “You can 
have these things now.” On inspecting 
the trunk witness found that some of the 
things were gone. Plaintiff got back 
three trunks, but there were some things 
missing from the big trank when he 

‘amined it, which ho did immediately it 
was handed over to him. He wrote out 
the list of missing articles in Russian. 











Plaintiff was then taken throngh the list | 


by counsel and he stated that the one 
produced before the Court was a correct 
one. All witness's effects in the room 
oceupied by him and his wife were burnt. 
Lists of the goods in the tranks 
wore then gone through and stated to 
be correct. Plaintiff lost a number of 
documents, and some papers which he 
had brought from Port Arthur were 
destroyed. The only things that he got 
from the contents of the room were those 
that were in the drawers, but the docu- 
ments and all the other things that were 
in the room were missing. In the 
leather handbag he had some promissory 
notes and some silver cups. 

Cross examined—He was in Port Arthur 
four years. He wasa municipal mechanic, 
and also acted +84 contractor in building 
houses. As municipal mechav'ic he receiv: 
200 roubles a month. He did not leave 
the rom, on the aftern»on of | shapers 
and with'the “oor locked.

For s 
doing they received brokerage of 1 to 2 
per cent or upwards, Then they chartered 
ships on their own account very often, 
When they did so they either put them 
on the berth and took cargo, or else they 
rechartered. Moreover the firm were agents 
for steamers and sometimes they had cargo 
put into their hands and had to find ton- 
nage for it. ‘They also bought and sold 












ships. There had been a good deal of 
buniness in connection with shipments to the 
north during the war, with which witnoss's 


firm had had a good deal to do. This was 
sepecial branch of thejr business, which 
‘not occurred beforé. People came to 
them quietly to get tonnage. Witness 
had never, except in one instance, acted as 
a broker in cases of this kind. 
came to see if certain cargoes could 
‘shipped to certain ports of call in as quiet 
‘a method as possible. With regard to the 
Tellus witness had the first information 
from A. W. Bahr of Hopkins, Dunn & Co.

to be so binding, for a declaration that 
the sale was obtained by fraud aud ought 
to be set aside. 

Mr. Levett, K. ©, Mr. Gill, K. C., Mr. 
Younger, K.0., and Mr. weence 
appeared for the plaintiff; Mr. Hughes, 
K. C., Mr. Rufus Isaacs, K. C., and Mr.

£28. Mr. Moreing had come forward to 
save the company when its position was 
desperate, and both the plaintiff and Mr. 
Detring knew that those who found the 
money should have some inducement to 
do it, and the ouly practical way was by 
issuing fully-paid shares. 
At the conclusion of ‘counsel's address, 
Mr. Hoover went into the box and was 
examined by Mr. Hughes. He said he 
was a mining engi Ho had been a 
partner in tho firm of Bewick, Moreing 
and Co. since November, 1901. He went 
to China in 1899 and made tour of 
inspection round the mines. The plaintiff 
told him that he hoped to got capital 
from England through Moreing. Witness 
was then taken through the whole of the 
transactions relnting to the carrying 
through of the negotiations with the 
plaintiff and the signing of the documents 
in question.

FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
Tokio, 8th March. 
The War. 

From the general quietude in Tokio it 
hardly appears that a momentous crisis 
in the national history is now occurring. 
Recent official bulletins issued by the 
Imperial Headquarters sre couched in the 
most modest and laconic terms, merely 
outlining the Japanese advance along an 
extensive sweep of over eighty miles, s0 
that they have failed to raise any special 
sensation. Yet it is not too much to say 
that the present battle, the objective of 
which is Mukden, is in many ways a 
record-breaker, and is certainly more ex- 
tensive and important than any battle 
yet fought between Japan and Russia, 
Moreover it will largely, if not finally, 
settle 1 mmense issues now pending 
between the two nations. It is stated in 
well-informed circles here that General 
Kuropatkin knew of the Japanese advance 
in the Hsinmintun region, but attempted 

cut the Jnpanese line in two by 
an. extensive counter-nttack, — follow- 
ing it up by a series of stoall counter- 
attacks, designed to search out the weak 
points ‘of the Japanese front. But this 
plan of the Russian commander-in-chief 
turned out n complete failure, and he then 
commenced to reinforce bo h wings, but 
especially in the Foshun district.’ At 
that time the Hsinmintua regi n had 
already fallon into Japanese hands. 
General Kuropatkia seems to have been 
Unaware of the disposition of the Japanese 
forces, rapacially of General Nogi’s 
army which has recently travelled frou: 
Port Arthur. Various indications show 
the efficacy of the big guns brought from 
Port Arthur. The use by the Japanese on 
Jand of 28 cm. guns, which have hitherto 
heen employed sulely for naval purposes, 
seems to be @ special feature of this cam- 
paiga.

‘A Russian battalion generally consists, 
the ~“Kokumin” says, of 1,000 men, but 
owing to various reasons a deduction 
must be made from this number. On the 
authority of a Japanese military officer 
“your contemporary puts the approximate 
number at 800. The whole army would 
therefore number 329,600. As, however, 
it is very doubtful whether the whole of 
the 4th European Russian Army Corps 
has arrived at the front, the journal 
thinks that 15,000 should be deducted 
from that corps. Subtracting also 15,000, 
the number of Russian casualties during 
the battle of Heikoutai, the whole 
strength of the enemy in the said direc- 














tion will amount to some 300,000. But 
the calculation of European experts is 
inclined to make a lower estimate than 
the above and put the total infantry at 
the battle near Heikoutai at 200,000. 
‘The real strength may be between the 
two accounts. Besides the infantry, 
there are about 30,000 cavalry and 
35,000 artillery with about 1,500 guns. 


General Nogi. 

Writing ts General Terauchi, Minister 
of War, shortly after the capitulation of 
Port Arthur, General Baron Nogi said 
that he had b-en steadily preparing for 
the vorthward trip and was looking for- 
ward to tasting the pieasures of field 
operations. He is now actually deinz 
as he wished. The General not only 
abstains from taking any credit for his 
victory, but almost’ apologises for the 
length of time occupied in mastering the 
for'ress and for tre number of lives sacri- 
ficed. I learn from a Jxpane-e corres- 
pondent at the frout that ina confidential 
epnversation General Nogi said that he 
did uot ferl exonerate: for the luss of sv 
many lives by the sacrifie merely of 
two sons ; he did not wish to return 
but it was his inte :tion to go home in the 
form of ashes after a brilliant battle. 


South American Neutrality. 


The Tokio Foreiga Office states that 
since the commencement of the war, 
rumours have beon repeatedly circulated 
concerning the sale of Argentine warships 
to Russia, and each time denied by the 
Government of the South American Re- 
ublic.

The Tellus would 
not have been fixed on that day if it had 
not been for Messrs. Moller Bros. It was 
in consequence of her being fixed on that 
dny witness was able to earn his brokerage 
from Messrs. Shewan, Tomes & Co. There 
was nothing unreasonable in Messrs.

The charterers 
paid that. Witness understood that the 
double charters were made in. order to 
cover the charterer’s commission. The 
charterers requested that there should be 
two charter-parties, so witness was told. 
‘Vhe captain arranged the whole matter 
of the guaranteo with Perex & Co. Wit- 
ness was satisfied with the guarantee for 
£2,150 a month, and the ceptain was 
also satisfied. Witness did not know 
of the negotiations which preceded the 
signing of the charter-party. He did 
not think it was necessary to inform 
Moller Bros. when his firm paid tho

It was certain, however, 
that two charter-parties hed been drawn 
up at different rates aud most of the 
evidence went to show that at the time 
nothing was said about the rebate at all. 
Tt was quite clear that there was to be a 
rebate to someone, but taking into con- 
sideration the fact that there were two 
charter-parties, and that the plaintiffs were 
receiving a commission from the defend- 


ants, the Court conld not come to the 
conclusion that Mr. Moller was the 
charterer. Mr. McNeill suggested that 
unless the tacts were as he stated thei 
was no necessity fur two charter-parties.

Wheelock & Co. have seut the rebate to 
the proper party, but that we are entitled 
to get back the £350 already paid in cur- 
plus on the first month. 
Our letter to Wheelock & Co expresses 
ficiently our view of tho matter and it 
is useless to repeat it. Nevertheless we 
consider that to have made us pay fifteen 
times the brokerage rate besides the 
stronger insurance we were obliged to 
take at frightfal rates, causes us proju- 
dye, and a very scrious one at every 
point of view. 

You cannot have had the matter talked 
over to you by more than one man and if 
wo bad passed coudemuation on an extra 
brokerage wo must regret that instead of 
defending our izterest you allowed some 
bad characters to defraud us of $3,500 
monthly !!1!!
